LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 81.—United 
States Senator Jeff Davis and Deputy 
Prosecuting Attorney Helm had a quar- 
rel on the street here to-day. Helm struck 
Davis, who dropped his historic cane and 
went into his office. 

He came out again almost immediately, 
the blood streaming from a contusion on 
the right temple. He had a big army re- 
volver in his hand, and threatened to 
shoot Helm on sight. 

But Helm’s friends had by that time 
taken him away. 

Senator Davis was later arrested on the 
charge of carrying a revolver with mur- 
derous intent, and the case was placed on 
the police dook»st. Helm was also arrest- 
ed, charged with assault and battery.

“Helm attacked me from the rear as I 
was going to my office, using a loaded 
bat which was attached to his wrist by 
thongs of leather.

In one of his notes Mr. Root says that 
the United States neither questions nor 
denies the existence of the sovereign 
right to expel an undesirable resident 
but that the justification must be great 
and convincing. ‘‘ Otherwise,"’ he said 
“residence in a foreign country would 
be neither safe nor profitable, for ex- 
pulsion might at any moment deprive 
a resident of the legitimate rewards of 
a lifetime. It is not too much to insist 
that the person to be expelled be given 
to explain the miscon- 
uct whereof is accused, and that he 
should be given an opportunity to ar- 
range his business affairs jn order that 
expulsion may not necessarily carry with 
it forfeiture of property.’ 

The second claim is that of the Orinoco 

Corporation, which holds a_ concession 
granted C. C. Fitzgerald for the exclusive 
right for ninety-nine years from 1883 to 
develop iron mines and asphalt deposits 
in the delta of the Orinoco. It has been 
deprived of its concession, the depart- 
ment says, ‘‘in derogation of repeated 
{(udsments of the Venezuelan court of 
ast resort and of the International Court 
of Claims.” 
' The Orinoco Steamship Company, a 
New Jersey Corporation, had a claim of 
$1,401,559 for violation of a franchise for 
exclusive navigation on the Orinoco. The 
claim was submitted to a mixed tribunal 
for arbitration, and the umpire granted 
an award to the company of $28,229. 

This decision is declared by the State 
Department to abound tn error of law 
and fact and to exhibit a non+judicial 
tone. It is pointed out that all authori- 
ties on international law are agreed that 
in certain cases the awards of tribunals 
of arbitration may be impeached.and re- 
hearings probably obtained. 

To the demand that this claim be resub- 
mitted the reply was made: ‘‘ The Vene- 
zuelan Government would consider it as 
an offense to the honor of the Dutch 
Nation and of the Dutch umpire, Mr. 
Harry Barge, who decided the claim. The 
Venezuelan Government could not agree 
to this, as the sovereignty and independ- 
ence of the nation would be impaired.”’ 

The fourth claim is that of the United 
States and Venezuela Company, a New 
Jersey corporation, which obtained a con- 
cession to mine and export asphalt, build 
a railroad, &c. Its contract, made with 
President Castro, stipulated that only cer- 
tain duties and taxes would be imposed 
on it. After it had expended $600,000 in 
improvements the duties and taxes were 
greatly increased. It refused to go into 
the Venezuelan courts, quoting the say- 
ing of Secretary Fish:

Asphalt Company Not Defended, 

The fifth case is that of the New York 
and Bermudez Company, which is now 
completely dispossessed of what is re- 
garded as the largest asphalt lake in the 
world and has been condemned by Vene- 
zuelan courts to pay that Government a 
fine of $5,000,000 for inciting revolution.

Show of Strength Among New York 
Delegation—Cannon Has His Own 
State and Scattered Supporters. 


GAINS AT HOME

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Ninety-five 
per cent. of the 223 Republican members 
of the House of Representatives have now 
made. up their minds on the Presidential 
question so thoroughly that they are will- 
ing to say where they stand as far as 
candidates are concerned. In a poll of the 
House Republicans, completed to-day, 
only 23 remain noncommittal on the ques- 
tion: 

“What candidate will you support for 
the Republican nomination? ”’ 

Of the 210 who answered, Secretary Taft 
received 120 votes, and there were 33 for 
Speaker Cannon, 25 for Senator Knox, 10 
for Vice President Fairbanks, 19 for Gov. 
Hughes, and 3 for Senator La Follette. 

This is a gain for Mr. Taft of 29 per 
cent, over a similar poll made two and a 
half months ago, when he received 93 
votes’ to 39 for Cannon, 26 for Knox, 13 
for Fairbanks, 8 for Hughes, 5 for La 
Follette, and 1 for Foraker, with 15 non- 
committal and 20 absent. 

The strength of Secretary Taft is not 
confined to any section. 

Gov, Hughes has made greater gains 
than ény other candidate except Taft, but 
he hag made them entirely within his own 
State. 

“TI am for Hughes,” said Mr. Parsons, 
“first, last, and all the time."’ 

“Whois your second choice?” 
asked. 

“I have none,” he replied, 

Mr. Bennet made substantially the same 
reply. Four of the New York members 
voted for Secretary Taft. One was Mr. 
Perkins, who has already announced him- 
self in a public way.

A good many of the delegation, when 
asked their opinion of the Governor's 
chances, merely replied that New York

him. Outside the State he got one vote— 
that of Mr. Littlefield of Maine.

be quoted. 

Speaker Cannon's strength is distributed 
in Illinois, where all the nineteen mem- 


bers are for him, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New York, Rhode Island, Washington, 
and West Virginia. Knox received the 
} united vote of his State delegation and 
no more. Vice President Fairbanks re- 
ceived nine votes in his own State and 
that of Mr. Gardner of New Jersey. 

If the States should vote in the con- 
vention as indicated by the preferences 
of a majority of their Representatives, 
Secretary Taft would receive 482 on the 
first ballot to 78 for Hughes, 30 for Fair- 
banks, 54 for Cannon, and 68 for Knox.

Redmond Rejoices ro Attitude of Com- 


mons Toward Ireland. 


LONDON, March 81.—John HB. Redmond, 
the Nationalist leader, whose resolution 
on home rule for Ireland, with some 
amendment, was adopted in the House of 
Commons yesterday by a vote of 818 to 
157, said to-night: 

“For the first time in history, the 
House of Commons, by an overwhelming 
mensortty declared itself in favor of home 
rule, ladstone's bill in 1886 was re- 
toatet by a majority of 30. His bill in 
1893 was carried by a mafority, never be- 
yond 40, and on certain amendments it 
descended to 5 or 6. The resolution in 
favor of home rule last evening was car- 
ried by a majority of 156. 

This result is the more remarkable 
when the terms of the resolution are con- 
sidered. It was not a resolution in favor 
of a half-way house, or devolution; it put 
the home-rule claim in its frankest and 
fulle . form, for it aemanded a Parlia- 
menc in Dublin and an executive respon- 
sible to that Parliament. Both the 
spokesmen of the Ministry pledged not 
oy themselves, but the whole Liberal 

Pay, to home rule. 

6 Ministers declared that the ques- 
tion as to the position home rule should 
occupy in the programme of the Liberal 
Party at the next election depended not 
upon them, but wpon the Irish people and 
the Irish party. We accept this chal- 
lenge, and the business of the Irish party 
will be to take such action in Ireland, 
Great Britain, and the House of Com- 
mons as will keep the question of home 
rule in the forefront of political issues.”’ 

Chief Secretary for Ireland Birrell intro- 
duced his Irish University bill in the 
House of Commons to-day. The central 
idea is to found by royal charter two new 
universities in Ireland, with headquarters 
in Dublin and Belfast. The head of the 
new Dublin University is to be a Roman 
Catholic layman, Mr, Birrell’s scheme 
does not affect Trinity College, Dublin. 
No religious test is to be applied to pro- 
fessors, students, or graduates, and no 
public money is to be spent in theological 
or religious oe 

Mr. Balfour warmly approved the broad 
lines of Mr. Birrell’s soheme, and John 
Dillon, on behalf of the Irish party, also 
expressed approval and assured the Gov- 
ernment that it would have Catholic sup- 
port in oarrying the project through. 


NEW BRITISH ARMY FORMING. 


Organization Devised by Haldane 
Takes the Place of Volunteers. 


LONDON, Wednesday, April 1—With 

the stroke of midnight Great Britain's 
volunteer army became a thing of the 
past after an existence of forty-nine 
rears, and a territorial army, organized 
by War Secretary Haldane, took its place. 

The volunteer forces throughout the 
country celebrated their “last post” at 
their respective neadquarters with din- 
ners and*other entertainments, the fes- 
tivities, however, being tinged somewhat 
with sadness. 

As midnight struck enlistments in the 
new army began. In some cases prac- 
tically whole regiments went “into the 
new force.

PETERSBURG, March 81.—The 
Russian Government is disturbed by the 
attitude assumed by Fred D, Fisher, the 
American Consul at Harbin, in the mat- 
ter of recognizing the jurisdiction of 
Russia in Manchuria, - 

Mr. Fisher insists that Chinese sovereign- 
ty in Manchuria is supreme, and, fur- 
thermore, he has supported the protests of 


China against the establishment by Rus- 
sia of municipalities in the railroad zone 
at Harbin and Chailar independent of the 
Chinese Government, and his attitude in 
this Russo-Chinese difficulty has prompt- 
ed Russia to seck an explanation of his 
course, both at the American Embassy 
here and {n Washington. 

My, Fisher is accredited to China, and 
since his arriva] in Harbin, In January, 
1907, he has consistently refused to rec- 
ognize or admit that he should have any- 
thing to do with the Russian adminis- 
tration of the territory. He has been firm 
in his assumption that he ts accredited 
solely to China, and has declined to act 
on the suggestion conveyed to him by 
an official of the Russian railroad ad- 
ministration that he should secure the 
permission of the Russian Governor of 
Harbin before opening his Consulate or 
raising the American flag over the build- 
ing. 

Under the treaty of 1896 Russia claims 
exclusive control over the railroad zone 
{n Manchuria, as well as the right to or- 
ganize independent, self-governing mu- 
nicipalities. The Taotai of Harbin pro- 
tested against this to the Russian Gov- 
ernor and to. the Consulg of the United 
States and Japan. The Japanese, who 
are now co-operating in the friendliest 
manner with the Russians in Manchuria, 
rejected this protest, but Mr, Fisher sup- 
ported it. 

The Foreign Office here expresses the 
bellef that it would be decidedly to the 
interest of the United States to recognize 
the Russian administration of Manchuria, 
insomuch as foreign residents share in 
the privileges of this administration,

It was long ago perceived that to aimit 
the right of political control of 
Russia or Japan over the so-called “ratl- 
road zones"’ in’ Manchuria, includl as 
they do, the principal comercial dots 
and capable, as they are, of indefi ex- 
pansion of boundaries at the whim of 
leaseholders, would soon completely de- 
feat John Hay’s dream of “the open 
door” in Manchuria, 

Therefore, a quite definite polfoy has 
been adopted by the State Department, 
the very foundation of which is the ap- 
plication of American Consuls in the 
province fn question for Chinese exequa- 
turs.. This ts by.no means pleasing to 
Japan, but it ils believed that America !s 
supported fully by the great commercial 
nations of Europe, which have large trade 
interests in the Orient, 


DE FOREST TEST IN PARIS. 


Successful Wireless Telephony to Sta- 
tlons All Over France. 


PARIS, March 81.—Lee De Forest to- 
day conducted the final test of hia wire- 
less telephone system on the Hiffel Tower 
in the presence of a body of French naval 
and army officers. Messages were ex- 
changed in the most satisfactory manner 
with the Government wireless stations 
throughout France 

This system will be tested soon by the 
Italian Navy. 

French Have a Loss In Morecco. 

PARIS, March 81.—Advices received 
from Gen. D’Amade, the commander of 
the French forces in Morocco, state that | 
during clearing operations in the Madakra 
country a small detachment of cavalry 
was surprised by 300 tribesmen.

Interesting Story by a Passenger Pre- 
sented to Show That One May 
Ride All Day for a Single Fare. 


Acting on petitions for instructions 
from the receivers of the Metropolitan 
and New York City Railways and from 
Receiver Whitridge of the Third Avenue 
Railway, Judge Lacombe, in the United 
States Circuit Court, handed down a de- 
cision yésterday on the transfer question 
that will have the effect of outting off 
practically all transfers between the lines 
of the Third Avenue system and those of 
the New York City Rallway. The deci- 
sion is to become effective on April 11, 
and Judge Lacombe instructs the receiv- 
ers to post notices in all cars at least one 
week in advance. 

Judge Lacombe’s decision cuts out all 
transfer points along Third Avenue ex- 
cept Forty-second Street and 125th Street, 
where the crosstown lines happen to be- 
long to the Third Avenue system, and tho 
intersections of the Dry Dock, East 
Broadway & Battery with the Third 
Avenue Road proper. On Forty-second 
Street, all transfers will be cut out ex- 
cept at Third Avenue, at Seventh Avenue, 
(to Broadway and 180th Street Ferry cars 
only,) and at Tenth Avenue. It will no 
longer be possible to transfer from a car 
on Fifty-ninth Street to a car going up 
or down Broadway at Columbus Circle, 
and transfers on 125th Street will be lim- 
ited to Third Avenue, Amsterdam Ave- 
nue going north, and Broadway going 
south. 

The immediate step preceding this lim- 
itation of the transfer system was taken 
several weeks ago, when the receivers of 
the Metropolitan and New York City 
Railways rearranged the routes of cars 
that had run over Broadway north to 
Forty-second Street. 

Transfer Law Permits the Change 

Judge Lacombe cites the transfer ew, 
which is Section 104 of the railroad law 
of this State, and provides In brief that 
every surface street railroad corporation 
contracting with another corporation for 
the common use of their respective roads 
or routes or any part thereof shall grant 
the transfer privilege under the familiar 
conditions of one continuous trip in the 
same direction. This is modifed by Seo- 
tion 102 of the railroad law, providing 
that any surface street railroad corpore- 
tion may use the tracks of another com- 
pany for a distance not exceeding 1,000 
feet. 

Receiver Whitridge of the Third Avenue, 
Judge Lacombe remarks, now operates 
three independent roads—the Third Ave- 
nue, the Forty-second Street, and the Dry 
Dock Roads, but does not intend to do 
away with transfer privileges in this sys- 
tem for business reasons. So far as the 
Third Avenue system is concerned Judge 
Lacombe declares that there is obviously 
no obligation to transfer to the Metropol- 
{tan system, as there are no common sec- 
tions of route, and on the “Forty-second 
Street line he finds that the only common 
use of route for transfer purposes exists 
between Sixty-fifth and Seventy-first 
Streets on Broadway, on Tenth Avenue 
between Forty-second and Fifty-ninth, 
and on First Avenue between Thirty- 
fourth and Forty-second. 

In the case of the Dry Dock, Hast 
Broadway & Battery Road Judge La- 
combe says it does not seem expedient to 
discontinue the use of transfers at pres- 
ent,

A Passenger Shows How, with Trans- 
fers, It Can Be Done on a Single Fare. 


Accompanying the petition of Receiver 
Whitridge of the Third Avenue system 
for irstructions on the transfer matter is 
an interesting letter sent to him by a 
friend, who had been asked to take a 
day off and see how far and how long he 
could ride on a single fare. The letter 
follows: 

“ Yesterday, as suggested by*you, I tried 
to see how much I could ride for nickel. 
I took a Third Avenue car at Sixty-fifth 
Street and Third Avenue at 10:35 A. M. 
and received a transfer good till 11. 
Changed to Fifty-ninth Street car, and 
at Madison Avenue changed to south- 
bound car, 10:48. Conductor took up trans- 
fer and gave me south-bound transfer 
good until 1 P. M. At Forty-second Street 
I went to Manhattan Hotel and pur- 
chased some theatre tickets and chatted 
with a friend for a while, then took For- 
ty-second Street crosstown car at 11 
o’clock and went to Broadway.

Whitman leased an apartment in the 
Fifth Avenue this was the one great 
hotel on the continent. 

For years there was a friendly rivalry 
between Mr. Whitman and Gen. Charles 
E. Furlong for the distinctfOn of oldest 
resident in the Fifth Avenue, ' One night 
this was settled by the digging forth of 
the hotel register of 1874, which bore the 
signature of Mr. Whitman. He is a 
member of the firm of Lesher, Whitman 
& Co., and his philanthropies are as gen- 
erous as they are unobtrusive.

His Career as a Reporter 
for The Times. 


WAS A PRISONER OF WAR 


Lectured on “ Cranks” and “ People | 
Have Met "—Was Long President 
of the New York Press Club. 


Joseph Howard, Jr., journalist, lecturer, 
and publicist, died at 8:55 o'clock last in 
the family apartments at the Nevada of 
kidney trouble. He had been in ill-health 
for a year and a half, and he had been 
growing weaker many days. His daugh- 
ters and other members of the family 
were at the bedside when death came. 

Few men have had a more varied and 
interesting career than Mr. Howard. It is 
doubtful if there lived in New York one 
who had known personally so many noted 
men. From che beginning of the civil 
war down to within recent years he 
was connected with several of the 
daily papers of New York, serving in 
turn as war ccrresponient, reporter of 
great political conventions and other 
events of National Interest, and as editor. 

Mr. Howard was born in Brooklyn, 
June 8, 1833. His father, John Task 
Howard, was one of the founders of 
Plymouth Church, and was largely in- 
strumental in bringing Henry Ward 
Beecher to its ministry. Young Howard 
was educated at Farmington, Conn., d 
at-the Polytechnic Institute, Troy, N. Y., 
from which he was graduated. 

It was his intention to be a civil en- 
gineer, and the, course of his life was 
turned into journalistic channels in a pe- 
culiar manner. Returning from a pleas- 
ure trip to California, he learned of the 
strike of the shoemakers at Lynn, Mass., 
and, drawn by a spirit of adventure, went 
os as he used to say, to “see the 
un.” 

The story goes that when he went to 
register at the hotel he saw written just 
after the last name on the register the 
words ‘‘ New York Herald correspondent.”’ 
He promptly wrote his own name, and 
after it, without authority, ‘New York 
TIMES correspondent.”” But that night he 
sent to THE TIMEs such a clear, readable, 
and comprehensive description of the sit- 
uation there that Henry J. Raymond tele- 
graphed him to continue to represent the 
paper and send full details. 

He remained in Lynn five weeks and 
was engaged by THE TIMEs to travel for 
the paper and report the great speeches 
of the campaigns and conventions of 1860. 

He accompanied the Prince of Wales, 
now King Edward VII., on his visit to 
the United States, sending back to THE 
TIMES excellent descriptions of the recep- 
tion given the Prince and party in the va- 
rious cities visited. All his letters to THE 
TIMES were signed ‘‘ Howard,” and in a 
few weeks his name was known through- 
out the land. The idea of becoming an 
engineer was banished. He represented 
THE TIMEs at the battles of Bull Run and 
Ball's Bluff, and his connection with the 
paper, with slight interruptions, contin- 
ued eight years. 

For a short period near the close of the 
civil war he was city editor of The 
Brooklyn Eagle, a regular contributor 
to The Independent, The Atlantic Month- 
ly, The Leader, Noah’s Sunday Times, 
and other periodicals. 

His ‘‘ Bogus Proclamation,’”’ written in 
1864, and purporting to be an order from 
the Government, was taken so seriously 
by the authorities in Washington that the 
journalist was promptly and unceremoni- 
ously arrested and conveyed to Fort La- 
fayette, where he was held a prisoner 
fourteen weeks, 

Lincoln said, when appealed to -by the 
young man’s friends, “ Be quiet, it’ll blow 
over. In a short while Lincoln ap- 
pointed Howard official recorder at mili- 
tary_headquarters of the Department of 
the East. After editing “ Brick’’ Pomer- 
oy’s Democrat and The Star, each for 
a short period, he went to The Herald in 
1876, becoming political writer, and at- 
tracting widespread attention by his ac- 
curate predictions regarding the Blaine 
campaign. 

In 1880 he retired from formal con- 
nection with all newspapers, but contin- 
ued to write for the press, always sign- 
ing himself ‘‘ Howard.’’ He appeared on 
the lecture platform in 1886, his principal 
addresses bein on ** Journalism,”’ 
‘‘ Cranks,” and “ People I Have Met.” 

He married Anna S., a daughter of Sam- 
uel Gregg, who introduced homeopathy 
into New England. She died several years 
ago, but he Is survived by these daugh- 
ters: Mrs. Grace Mesnard, Mrs. Edward 
White, Mrs. Arthur S. Soler, and Mrs. 
Irving T. Bush.

Sheepshead Bay Remodeled Course Of- 
fered to Horsemen for Training. 


The remodeled Sheepshead Bay race 
course was opened to horsemen for train- 
ing purposes yesterday, after a Winter 
of exercise under limited conditions on 
the old regular course. In the shift the 


old course turns were completely shut off 
by the rails of the new course, and, as if 
to make the transformation stronger, the 
moment-that the fences were in place, 
half a hundred plow teams began to turn 
over the earth of the old prepared course 
in such a way as to make even the wish 
to work horses over it a matter of regret. 
The old course yesterday afternoon was 
a series of deep ridges, while the new 
main course, though soft and deép, still 
presented a fairly even surface, 

This new course, a mile and three = 
longs in circuit, with new going on the 
turns, and the pest of the old going still 
preserved on the greater part of the 
stretches, is to replace the old mile and a 
furlong circular track for the —-, 
Spring acting of the Coney Islan 
Jockey Club. In the changes made yes- 
terday, the fences which make the new 


Bay were reluctant to work horses over 
the new and soft going, about all the 
slow work done on the cmeepenana Bay 
grounds was on the new track. 

The alterations make a vast change In 
the appearance of the course, though the 
general form of the old course still is 
maintained. The new ‘‘ main” course is 
80 great, however, that the old grass 
track, which remains intact, seems lost 
in the great circle which has been made. 
Work on other improvements of the 
course is being continued, with the result 
that something like an -extra furlong in 
length already has been added to the 
field stand, while the extension and addi- 
tion on the upper stories to the jockeys’ 
quarters, which tn the future are to con- 
tain the executive offices, are nearly 
completed. The alteration of the old club- 
house, which in future is to be given up 
to social purposes, already show the gen- 
eral outline of the plan, which will give 
the entire lower floor to a raised balcony 
dining room, from which club guests will 
be able to see all of the races without 
changing their seats. 

All the shifts in the stabling have not 
yet been made, and one of the biggest and 
most important stables of the track now 
remains in what was formerly the infield, 
the loop of the new track having taken 
the course outside the domains of the 
building. A small city of new stables has 
been bullt in a new quarter of the course, 
back of the stands, however. 

The most important arrivals of the 
many additions to the horses in training 
that have been coming into the Sheeps- 
head Bay grounds for several weeks are 
due to-day, when the big training stable 
of Harry Payne Whitney is expected to 
arrive from the Whitney Winter quarters 
at Aiken. The consignment includes about 
all of the Whitney two-year-olds, about 
which the late John W. Rogers was most 
enthusiastic last season. A reinforcement 
for the Whitney stable will come in later 
from the Brookdale Farm, where a num- 
ber of the older horses of the stable win- 
tered, The bhp py A horses will occupy 
their old quarters in the Whitney barn 
at the head of the Futurity course, where 
Trainer A. J. Joyner will be in charge. 
The big public stable, which has been in 
charge of Trainer Joyner through the 
Winter, will remain practically intact. 
with the single exception that John 
Schlosser, for a number of years assist- 
ant to Joyner, will have charge of the es- 
tablishment. A carload of horses, owned 
by half a dozen interests, from Los 
Angeles, already has increased the horse 
population at Sheepshead Bay, and stable 
room has been prepared for about @ hun- 
dred more horses.

A STEEL INSTITUTE 


Corporation to be Similar in 
Scope to the British Iron 
and Steel Institute. 


E. H. GARY IS PRESIDENT 


Charles M. Schwab, W. E. Corey, and 
Others Directors—Will Consider 
All Sides of the Industry. 


Chairman E. H. Gary of the United States 
Steel Corporation, President Charles M. 
Schwab of the Bethlehem Steel Corpora- 
tion, President J. C. Maben of the Sloss- 
Sheffield Steel and Iron Company, and a 
dozen other prominent steel and iron men 
are Directors of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute of New York, which was 
incorporated at Albany yesterday. It is 
the purpose of the organizers to make the 
institute assume the same prominence in 
this country as is held by the British Iron 
and Steel Institute and other similar in- 


stitutes abroad, 

Many of the men {dentified with this 
new association took a prominent part in 
the recent conferences of iron and steel in- 
terests, and several of the Directors of the 
institute are members of the General Ad- 
visory Committee, which was formed re- 
cently at the suggestion of Chairman Gary 
of the Steel Corporation. Judge Gary said 
last night that the organization of the in- 
stitute was not the outgrowth, however, of 
the recent conferences regarding the steel 
trade position. As a matter of fact, he 
said the purpose to form this institute 
dated much further back than the recent 
conferences of steel men here, It was a 
mere coincidence, he said, that the mem- 
bers of the General Advisory Committee 
of the steel trade were interested in the 
institute, their presence in both being due 
to their prominence in the steel trade. 

Judge Gary said that the institute would 
deal with all matters connected with the 
development of the steel and iron indus- 
tries, and all men engaged in and promi- 
nently identified with the steel and iron 
trade will be eligible to membership. It 
will deal not only with the go eco- 
nomies of the iron and steel trade, but 
with the technical side of the industry 
as well. It will, in fact, take an interest 
in all matters appertaining to the progress 
of the country’s chief industry. Its mem- 
bers will deal to some extent with the 
purely commercial side of the industry, as 
have the members of the Advisory. _Com- 
mittee, but this will be merely incidental, 
it is said, to the broader scope of the in- 
stitute’s work. 

The Directors of the institute, besides 
the three men named, are W illiam BE. 
Corey, President of the Steel Corpora- 
tion; &. A. 8, Clarke, W. J. Filbert, John 
H, Topping, Powell Stackhouse, E. C, 
Felton, Willis L. King, Edward Bailey, 
W. A. Rogers, J. F. Welborn, J, C. Drum- 
mond, and Samuel Mather. The officers 
of the institute are E. H. Gary, President; 
Powell Stackhouse, First Vice President; 
Cc. M. Schwab, Second Vice President; 
Willis L. King, Third Vice President; W. 
J. Filbert, Secretary, and Edward Bailey, 
Treasurer. 

Among the purposes of the Institute, as 
stated in the papers of incorporation, is 
“to afford means of communication be- 
tween members of the iron and steel 
trades."’

JACKSON FREE, CRIME MARKED 


Ex-Coroner, a Broken Man, Released 
on Suspended Sentence for Bribery. 


Ex-Coroner Moses J, Jackson stood at 
the prisoners’ bar in General Sessions 
yesterday, almost the ghost of the man he 
was in 1905, when first convicted before 
Recorder Goff of accepting a bribe. The 
Recorder suspended sentence on the 
ground that Jackson had suffered enough, 
a series of misfortunes, almost directly 
attriMutable to his crime, having befallen 
him.

“In view of all this I am inclined to 
mercy. 1 am going to suspend sentence 
I parole you in the custody of the Prison 
Association, and you may go forward and 
earn a humble living, for I am informed 
that by this conviction you are barred 
from the precties of your profession. 

During all this time Jackson had not once 
raised his eyes, appearing like one who 
only half comprehe nded what was going 
on. When the court finished he nodded 
his thanks and moved away.
